The freakier the horn, the quicker 
we’ll jump, and the louder the horn, 
the farther we’ll J ump. 
Therefore 
let’s have them freaky and loud. The 
average person would prefer o have 
his aesthetic senses J arred by 
the 
harsh scream of a freuk born, than 
to have his anatomy J arred clear out 
of shape by being slapped in the back 
by a ten thousanl horse power pro­
